Election/Restrictions 

Claims 20-26 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures

bodies of the molded pipes wherein the alignment features are shaped by cavity 
contours in elongate cavities in which the pipes are molded, in combination with the rest 
of the claimed limitations.
